1. A mat sheet for foods characterized in that a surface cover sheet (2) 
which has aplurality of rows of narrow protrusions (21) on the surface thereof 
and has no water absorptivity is integrally joined to one surface of a water- 
holding sheet (1) having a water-holding capacity 

2. A mat sheet for foods according to claim 1, wherein a plurality of water 
channels (23) are provided.

Further, as described above, when food such as meat or fish is. packed 
and meat juice or fluid juice oozes from this food, the surface cover sheet 2 is 
put down such that the narrow protrusions 21 are directed upward to form 
grooves between adjacent protrusions. The fluid juice oozing from the food is 
guided downwards along the grooves between the protrusions located on the 
periphery of the food or at a portion opposed to the food, to discharge the fluid 
juice to the bottom portion of a tray. The discharged fluid juice can be 
absorbed into the water-holding sheet 1 provided on the rear surface of the 
surface cover sheet 2. 
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Further, the surface cover sheet 2 may have a plurality of water 
channels 23 along with the narrow protrusions 21 and grooves 22. The water 
channels 23, for example, as shown in Fig. 2, are formed such that circular or 
non-circular opening holes are provided so as to communicate the front surface 
of the surface cover sheet 2 with the water-holding sheet 1, or cut lines are 
formed in the surface cover sheet 2. The water channels 23 are not necessarily 
provided in the grooves 22, but may be formed transversely or slantingly to 
form bridges between the protrusions 21 and the grooves 22. Furthermore, 
when the water channels 23 are formed transversely or slantingly, the channels 
23 may be formed in a systematic or zigzag manner, a systematic zigzag manner, 
or a random manner.

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To heighten the value of food as 
merchandise with outward appearance of the food as a 
merchandise made to be attractive when packed together 
with an underlay sheet in a packaging tray while 
preventing the food from discoloring and deteriorating 
in freshness. 

CONSTITUTION: An e>cterior sheet 2, in a blade-like 
shape with a number of thin projecting stripes 21 
provided to its surface, is joined integral with one 
side of a water retentive sheet 1 having water 
retentivity, and thereby an underlay sheet S for food is 
formed. 
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
